However slow the Company 
have been to mest the advances of the 
community, and however blind to the 
growing feeling of irritation, the door 
was open for negotiation till olesed 
by the Company itself. The Bridgo 
has subserved useful: ends, but it cor- 
tainly is inexpedient that it should, 
longer than is nocessary, interfere with 
the free traffic between the Settlements; 
and if its existence is’ rather roughly 
terminated, it has only itself to blame. 
‘The Bunding scheme was, however, tho 
mostimportantbroughtbefore the meet- 
ing. No one in fact has ever denied 
its importance and growing necessity, 
but hitherto every one has shunned it 
as too great to be lightly spoken or 
even thought of. With the Bund and 
theBridge naturally connects the Tram- 
way scheme, and taken as a portion of a 
larger work, the principal objections 
hitherto held lose most of their weight. 
Though twitted, and toa certain extent 
justly, with inconsistency, the meeting 
was doubtless right in passing the pro- 
limiuary resolution, as Tramways would 
be of public benefit. The difficulties 
poiuted ont may possibly be over- 
come within the three months al- 
lowed for the convening of the special 
meeting, which, as it has to deal 
with measures, rather than principles, 
will be one of great importance.

‘The annual meeting of Rate-payers in 
the English and American Settlements was 
held on the 6th inst. ‘The accounts, show- 
ing an excess of income over expenditure, 
during 1871-72, of Tis. 8,619, were passed. 
And the estimates for 1872-73, showing 
‘@ revenue, including this balance, of 
Tis. 238,692, against an outlay of Tis. 
937,606, wore agreed to. The Council 
were authorised to erect a new bridge 
across the Soochow Cresk, or to in- 
augurate a froo forry. They wore also 
requested to make a bridge over the Hong- 
Kew Crock at the bottom of Seward Road. 
‘The Tramway scheme was entertained, in 
to for that details are to be asked for. 
Nogociations are to be had with the Bund 
lot-holders for the surrender of the Fore- 
shore; and the issue of debentures to 
meet the cost of extending the Foreshore 
was authorised. Plans for this scheme and 
for snow Soochow Creek bridge are to be 
submitted in three months. A proposal to 
prevent resident Rate-payers being repre- 
sented by proxy at public meetings, was 
nogatived: ‘Tis. 4,000 were voted to pay 
‘Mr. Webb's claim on the old Volunteer 
Corps, It was agreed to recommend to 
the Foreign Ministers an alteration in 
Art, IX of the Land Regulations, 10 as to 
permit the levying of dueson merchandise 
‘at the rato of one-tenth of one per cont 
upon the average value of all goods of the 
same description. Rules are to be framed 
for the regulation of carriage traffic in the 
Settlement. 

‘Minutes of a mosting of the Finance 
Committee of the French Municipal Coun- 
cil, published in the Nouvelliste, show that 
the revenue for tho year ended 31st March 
amounted to Tis. 84,630, and the expendi- 
ture to Tis, 72,970, leaving » surplus of 
Tis, 11,660. 

A moeting of tronty Consuls was held on 
the 8th inst., when Mr. Seward resigned 
the chair of Senior Consul, on account of 
his approaching departure from the Settle- 
ment. He is succeeded in this capacity by 
the Italian Consul, M. Vignali. - 

Mr, Dent made a graceful reference to 
‘Mr. Soward’s approaching departure, at the 
meeting of Ratepayers, The testimony 
borne to Mr. Seward’s public spirit and 
energy were well deserved, and were pecu- 
liarly appropriate at the end of a meeting 
which he had conducted with much tact 
and judgment. In his capacity as Senior 
Consul, Mr. Seward has lately had to 
conduct much public business, and has 
dono so with ability and discretion.

‘The Cricket Ground was opéned for play, 
on Monday. We hear that'an ‘“‘ Eleven” 
from H. M.S. Iron Duke has challenged 
the S.C. C.; and as the present visit of 
the Iron Duke is to be brief, the match 
has been arranged for Monday. 

The Athletic Sports meeting is fixed 
for Thursday next, the 16th—the day 
following the Boat Race. 

‘A new advertisement has been issued by 
the projectors of the Bank of China. ‘The 
legal difficulties which hindered the forma- 
tion of the Company have been at length 
removed. It is purposed to establish a Per- 
manent Direction in London, with a Board 
of Management in ‘Shanghai. Applications 
for shares will be received up to the 31st 
August next. It is proposed to commence 
business in London and Shanghai simul- 
taneously, on the 1st January next. 

We regret to hear that Messrs. Douglas 
Lapraik’s steamer Douglas has been lost 
during a fog, near Breaker Point. ‘he 
P. & 0, str. Bombay reports that she 
proceeded from Swatow to the scene of 
the disaster on the 30th ulto., and found 
that the Douglas was fast on a pin- 
nacle rock on the north-west side of the 
Dioyou reef, A junk having previously 
been chartered to take off the treasure, the 
Bombay waited, till morning, about half-a- 
mile from the wreck, when she sent boats 
to render any assistance required in saving 
cargo. The Kwantung having meauwhile 
arrived, however, Captain Toppin arranged 
to salve his cargo by that steamer, and the 
Bombay returned to Swatow ; subsequent- 
ly, while on the way to Amoy, taking pro- 
visions for the Douglas. When the Bom- 
bay leit the wreck, 80 boxes of treasure 
and 50 chests of opium had been saved. 

Admiral Shadwell came up to Shanghai 
on Wednesday in the Salamis. he Iron 
Duke will remain at Woosung for a few days, 
and is then likely to go to Japan, Admiral 
Shadwell, we believe, purposes to go North 
im the Salamis, 

Au extraordinary feat has just been 
performed by a Budhist priest, with the 
view of raising money to build a temple 
at Soochow, whence the man had come on 
a begging expedition. ‘The project of 
erecting the temple had been started ten 
years, but since then the religious enthu- 
siasm of the Chinese has been roused only 
to the extent of ‘Ils. 3,000, aud as the sun 
required was Tis. 10,000, it was felt ne- 
evssary to resort to more energetic mea- 
sures. Ewmissaries were therefore sent out 
through the country/to obtain assistance. 
The one above, mentioned arrived here a 
few weeks ago, but found people indifferent 
to hisholy object, and very unwilling to 
part with their dollars. With a devotion 
more than worthy of the cause, he resolved 
to stir up some interest and cause money 
to flow in by an extraordinary expedient. 
‘He announced among the Chinese that he 
wouldallow himself tobe locked upina wood- 
‘en box for seven days, during which period 
he would remain in an upright position, 
aud without food or sleep. On Wednesday 
afternoon, he was accordingly placed in a 
cage about 2} feet wide and 5} feet high, 
just sufficiently large to admit him stand- 
ing upright, . The bottom of the cage was 











studded with nails, so that his feet should 





have space only between:the nails sufficient 
for them to rest on, and a couple of slight 
bars in. front formed a rest for his arms, 
‘The native public were invited to prove 
the genuine character, of the mortification, 
by locking the good man’ thomselvos if 
they pleased, and about thirty pebple 
brought locks of different. kinds and 
ured the door as many times over, 
‘The cage was a close une, with a few open 
bara near the bottom for the admission 
of air. It was placed in » joss-rom iu 
Hoopeh road, passing in and out of which 
acrowd of people might be seen day and 
night, during the seven days ; religious 
exercises being engaged in the while, by 
the priest, ‘he devotee endured his 
painful incarceration with remarkable for- 
titude, the only relief afforded him being an 
occasional glass of water ; and he emerged 
yesterday at noon, looking to all appear 
ance little the worse, Un exainiuation, 
his pulse was found to” beat 64, and was 
steady, while hisskin was moist though hot, 
After his release, the cage was» broken up 
and sold piecemeal to the Chinese, every 
nail UFinging more” than its weight in 
silver, ‘The desired result of calling forth 
liberal subscriptions was also attained, 
amounts from ‘Tis, 600 downwards, being 
freely paid by woalthy Chinese,

When wo look back ‘ few yeiirs, to 
meetings whore shareholders were beg- 
giug to be relieved of the responsibility 
of their shares, when the Fand and the 
Club seemed likely to be involved to- 
gether.in one. common rain, and when 
it was seriously proposed to hand over 
tothe Race Gourse shareholders the 
whole 430 mow in the interior of the 
Course, together some Tis. 300 
. 400 in cash, to satisfy a more 
doubtful claim by the Intter for

ter -build the bridge ourselves, and 
lease to the Tramway Company the 
privilege of crossing it. That is, as- 
suming that we have tramways at all, 
There is a very great traffic between 
the East Gate and Hongkew, while 
the means of carriage are imperfect. 
Roomy carriages, travelling at the rate 
of five or six miles an hour, would 
be a convenience. What the Rate- 
payers have to consider is, whether 
the convenience of tramway along the 
river front will or will not counterba- 
lance the nuisance, and whether the 
work is one that shor!d be carried out 
by private enterprise or by the Muni- 
cipality. Tramways exist on a large 
~seale ‘in New York, and are liked; 
they have been tried in London and 
were disliked. But London has un- 
derground railways, which Shanghai is 
never likely to possess, and can afford 
to: be fastidious. The idea of perma- 
nently alienating any portion of the 
Band frontage is inadmissible, neither 
do the projectors suggest it, They 
F-yirtually--seck to lease a’ portion 
of road for ten years, for a sum 
to be hereafter fixed. The present 
idea is to Iny tho rails up Broad- 
way as far as the Hongkow Creek, 
and then diverge to the Band, which 
would be followed, the remainder 
of the distance, up to the East Gate.

e Councils have lately given the sub- 
ject much consideration, Samples have 
Woon taken of waler’ from’ various 
neighborhoods, and sent for analysis 
to England. ‘Dr. Frankland’s report 
thereon, together with an able memo- 
sandum by Dr, Heuderson, was pub- 
lished in the’ N..U. Herald of the 
11th January, 1871. A clear prefor- 
ence was expressed for water from 
the ‘Tiensban lake; the river oppo- 
site Sooukiong stood next on the list ; 
but Dr. Frankland and Dr. Hender- 
son were divided in opinion as to the 
next best sample—the former prefer- 
ring the Soochow Creek, the latter the 
Loonghwa Pagoda. Having these opin- 
ions before it, the Council had next to 
obtain estimates‘of the probable cost of 
Works to convey water from various 
directions to Shangbai. During recent 
excursions in America and England, 
Mr. Oliver, the Municipal Engineer, 
lias oxamined -various great Water 
‘Works in those couutries, and, aided by 
this information, has drawn’ up threo 














from Feug-wan-san, 2° from Loong-hwa, 
8° from the river near Yangtze-poo. 
Basing his estimates on a consumption 
of 1,000,000 gallons daily, Mr. Oliver 
assumes that the first would. cost ‘T 
514,814, the second Tis. 397,529, the 
third Tis. 295,386. The Council favour 
the Yangtze-poo scheme. We think 
people will prefer taking water which 
caunot be contaminated by sewage. 
‘The Council think Mr. Oliver's esti 
ate of consumption exaggerated. ‘That 
is possible; bat wefprefer the elaborate 
calcalations of a professional to the 
rather sudden “idea” of the Works 
Committee. Besides, room must be 
allowed for increase, in a place which 
has grown, and promises to grow, 80 
rapidly as Shanghai. 




















‘THE SULPHUR SPRINGS NEAR NANKING. 
Many Shanghai residents have heard of 
the Sulphur springs near Nanking, but few 
have visited that interesting locality. 
‘T‘ang-shui-kiai, the village where the 
springs rise, is however worthy of a visit 
in more respects than one, Situated some 
36 miles from Chinkiang and some eight 
miles from the nearest accessible point by 
water, T‘ang-shui is at present somewhat 
inaccessible, and this defect is increased by 
the utter want of accommodation for vi- 
sitora. Indeed, in this latter respect, the 
neighbourhood of Nanking, the ancient 
capital of China, and now the residence of 
the Viceroy of three provinces with a nu- 
merous staf of officials, is probably the 
worst provided district in the empire. 
Nowhere has the false system of cultivation 
adopted by the Chinese more impoverished 
the soil, and nowhere is there a greater ex- 
panse of land admirably suited for pastur- 
age allowed to lie waste, producing sbso- 
lutely nothing useful for man or beast, 
‘The peasantry are poor and unthrifty, the 
roads, once well paved, are now heaps of 
scattered boulders ; the long residence of 
the rebels in the neighbourhood reduced to 
ruins all the villages and temples, so that 
the most ordinary comforts of even Chinese 
life, few as they are at the best, are com- 
pletely absent. Along the main roads, 
villiges at intervals line the way; 
they are chiefly supported by the coolies 
engaged in the traffic carried along the 
pathways in wheelbarrows or on donkeys’ 
backs, and consist for the most part of toa- 
shops and eating-houses in which pro- 
vender and accommodation for man and 
beast may be obtained—the latter being, 
however, of rather superior character to 
the former. Four patched-up walls, a 
leaky roof of thatch or tiles, a couple of 
ledged doors anda small hole or two for 
windows, comprise the edifice tenanted 
jointly by the traveller and his beasts; and 
a few sheaves of straw thrown in a corner, 
or perhaps in the former case 5j ona 
couple of planks supported by loose bricks, 
form the common sleeping accommodation. 
‘The district, whose export of rice has so 
astonished the foreign resident, scarcely 
supplies that article in its wayside inns, 
and what there is tobe had is so filthy 
and badly prepared that an ordinary 
Chinaman would scarcely look at it. ab:

bage, bean curd, anda few strange pro- 
ductions composed of wheat or batley 
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flour and oil, with now and then a piece 
of pork thrown in, form the ordinary. bill 
of fare; s0 it will readily be imagined 
that all supplies needed for the journey 
must be carried with the traveller. From 
Chinkiang right up to the Taiping gate of 
Nanking, stretches a range of considerable 
hills. Though devoid of wood at Chinkiang, 
the central portions are fairly clothed with 
trees, in the midst of which are to be found 
betimes abundance of wild pig. South-east 
from the range stretches an undulating 
plain, the summits and steeper slopes of 
which are covered with. grass, while the 
bottoms and more level portions are cul- 
tivated with various grains, At the bottom 
of valleys cut through the rolling country, 
flow streams which drain tho. hills avay 
towards the Kin-hwei-o, itself joining the 
Yangtsze at Nanking, ‘The air blowing 
over those undulating plains is naturally 
fresher and purer than that from the low 
alluvial soil of the lower province, and on 
their edge, creeping up the entrance of a 
small valley, and looking towards the 8.E, 
in thg small village of T‘ang-ahui-kiai, con- 
sisting of a single street running. along tho 
foot of a limestone hill some 500 feet high, 
For a distance of some 300 yards along tho 
foot of the hill, the springs burst, up at in 
tervals in a line parallel with the atrect of 
the village, finally making their way intoa 
conduit under the road paving, and. exca- 
ping at the end in a considerable stream 
some three feet wide and probably a foot 
and a half in depth. All about the south 
er end of the village, and even up to the 
summit of the hill, hangs the peculiar 
amell of the contained sulphuretted hydro- 
gen, while for some distance rouud the 
springs the stones are’ sensibly hot, The 
most northerly spring rises'near-a bridge 
in the centro jof the village, and a branch is 
taken off leading into:a bith-house, with & 
stonebathsunkin the floor, Attached to 
bath-house is a shed, where patients coming 
to make use of the springs mnay set up theit 
beds or throw down their straw and cook 
their victuals; and to any ‘one acquaintel 
with the habits of the Chinese, it will be 
superfluous to draw a description of the 
visitors who congregate in both places. In 
the centre of the town, below tho street, is 
a bath for women ; and nearly opposi 
another for men—now but little used, ai! 
healing powerisnot considered.o efficacious. 
Towards the southern extremity uf tie

Some nine or ten miles off, is the tomb of 
Hung-wu, the founder of the Mings, still 
grand in its utterly ruined state. Three 
miles away is the emall coal field of Pah- 
hwei-miao, and some fourteen, the city of 
“Nanking itself, Phessants abound, both 
in the plain to the south-east and along 
the’ roads to Lungtan or Single-tree hill, 
and wild pig ate to be got in Pao-hwa and 
Pah-hwei valleys. ‘The botany of the dis- 
trict is as yet undescribed, differing very 
considerably from that of places so little 
remote as Hangchow or Ningpo; while the 
extinct voleances of the Nanking district, 
‘and the various rock formations, of which 
some five or six can be studied in the im- 
mediate neighbourhood, render it a place 
of interest to the geologist. Unfortunate- 
ly the only place to! sleep in is a small 
temple near the northern extremity of 
the village, and this temple is so be- 
grimed with filth, and so suggestive of 
the purposes for which native visitors 
come to Tang-shui, that few would 
venture on spending a second night within 
its’ precincts, The Pao-hwa temple is 
too distant and too elevated to be readily 
accessible, 40 that unless some philanthropic 
individuals should como forward to erect 
place of” abode, T’ang-shui is likely to be 
given the go-by, by European visitors. A 
suitable site could, however, readily be ob- 
tained near the southern extremity of the 
springs, looking out towards the plains ; 
an the springs rise at such a height over 
the road that the fresh water could easily 
bo made to flow through the bath-rooms. 
A couple of hundred tacls would erect a 
Chinese bungalow, and little more than 
this, if kept clean, would be required. The 
readiest means of ‘approach is from Lung- 
tan, itself easily accessible by boat from the 
river Yangtaze. Only some ¢ight miles of 
overland journey’ are. required by this 
route, and the road: passes through some of 
tho prottiest scenery in the range. 
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WHAT PEOPLE ARE SAYING. 

Capital mecting of Ratepayers, last Mon- 
day ; a great deal of important work gone 
through quickly and creditably; but a good 
eal still left for discussion some months 
hence, 

‘The resolution about the foreshore, for 
instanco, is only an expression of approval, 
alter all. We want the mud flat filled in, 
but one or two obstinate Landholders may 
hinder the whole scheme. You can’t very 
well ignore their plot, and leave a gap in 
the new Bund for their benefit. Some way 
will have to be found of arranging the 
Mfiir; for the River cannot be safely neg- 
Tected much longer, Just go to the top 
of the Club and look. down at Pootung 
Point. ‘The River flows there almost at an 
acute angle; and you can understand the 
advantage expected from the creation of 
a even curve on this side. Whatever 
may be the right of ownership of front- 
lotholders, they eannot have the right to 
impede a work: necessary for the conservancy 
of the river. Pootung Point, too, will have 
‘® Dehelped ; the great depth of the river 








in the chow-chow water shows that it has 
some strength, inasmuch as it gains in depth 
what it has lost in width; a canal out 
across the Point might expedite matters. 
Property in Shanghai would look rather 
blue if the upper reach were closed. 

Then there are the Soochow Creck 
Bridge plans to be considered. It’s all 
very well to have voted Tis. 15,000 for 
a new bridge or a free ferry; but 
it remains to be seen whether a bridge can 
be built for Tis. 15,000. The cost of iron 
is more likely to fix the price, thana vote 
even of Shanghai Ratepayers; and the 
same observation applies to the bridge over 
the Hongkew Creek at the foot of the 
Seward Road. It’s all very well voting 
that it shan’t cost more than Tis. 2,000, 
but can it be made for that sum? Either 
amount would cover a wooden bridge, no 
doubt ; but an iron one—query. There 
isa wide difference between Tis. 40,000, 
the round cost of the present accident,” 
and Tis, 15,000; and iron has gone up 
since that was contracted for. However, 
the affair has to be carried through ; a few 
thousand taels more or less won’t stop it ; 
there has to be a free iron bridge over that 
creek. 

Don’t know what to think exactly, of 
that tramway scheme. If it were only s 
question of passenger cars at intervals, 
these would not matter, but if a 
goods traffic grows wp, the Bund front 
would be perpetually encumbered with 
waggons, and the very approach to the jet- 
ties impeded. Pity there is not room for 
it in some of the back streets ; but there 
is not ; the intelligent foresight of the 
founders of the Settlement has stopped that. 
Yon can’t put down tramways in streots 
that were designed with a view toa chest 
of tea and a bale of shirtings crossing 
each other. However, wo shall soe what 
the projectors have to say—and whether 
they get the money subscribed. 

‘There is a good deal of money wanted 
for the several schemes talked of—the ex- 
tension of the Foreshore, the new Bridge, 
and Water Works—without Tramways. But 
the Municipality will probably raise it 
easily enough by debentures at 8 per cent. 
Very few of the shares quoted pay more 
than 8 per cent, at present prices ; and.the 
guarantee of a Settlement in whose sup- 
port all Western Powers are interested, is 
tolerably safe. 

‘Talking of Water Works, don’t quite 
see why the Works Committee favour 
‘Yangize-poo ; nor indeed why that loca- 
lity should have been included in the 
report; All previous discussions have 
turned on upriver. Hongkew is in 
considerable favour just now; but we 
need not absolutely go to that side 
for our Water. Beg to differ considerably 
from the Works Committee on this point ; 
and with all respect for their “ experi- 
ence in the construction of Water Works,” 
incline to think-a professional man who 
has lately made a special study of the sub- 
ject, is quite as likely to be right in his ea- 
‘timates as they are. Mind, iron is ra- 
ther dear, just now ! Penple’s ideas of the 
quantity of water necessary for daily 
use, differ. Mr Oliver estimates 60 
gallons for each foreigner, and 10 for 
each Chinese. The Works Committee think 











half of this onough, Wouldn’t like.to be 
too sure about Chinese; butas most foreign- 
ers use some 20 gallons every morning for 
a bath, don’t think the 60 can be halved 
in their case. There wouldn’t be much left 
for household purposes. ‘The Water Com- 
panies which supply London pour into the 
City and suburbs an average of 26 gallons 
for each individual daily; and foreigners 
average more water here than in London. 
And as to Chinese, they would probably 
use more when they had not to look at 
it in the light of so may cash a bucket. 
Besides, Mr. Oliver only takes the number 
of Chinese at 68,500, whereas the last cen- 
sus shows that the English and Hongkew 
Settlements contained 75,000 inhabitants— 
since when there has very certainly been an 
increase ; and it is quite possible the French 
Concession would also like pipes laid 
into their quarter, say for another 30,000, 
Of course, every man woman and child may 
not nse 10 gallons a head, to begin with, 
but they will get to ; and Shanghai is not 
full grown yet. If we are to have Water 
Works at all, don’t let us cut them too fine, 
and have to build them over again bye and 
bye, when the demand gets larger..:

But the 
Rate-payers-had had these accounts before 
them at two. meetings, and had passed 
them ; he considered therefore that they 
wore responsible. The Council were merely 
telling them that chey thought it was their 
duty to wipe off the debt. It was not a 
question of. vital importance, but he would 
say that he thought the money had been 
well spent, 

‘Mr. Micure said this was the first time 
the Rate-payers had any intimation of 
the position of the Council towards the 
Church. It was easy to understand how 
the debt lad been passed over, as the 
peculiar way of keeping the accounts 
showed the amount amongst the receipts ; 
and unless a person dissected the accounts 
from beginning to end, he would not dis- 
cover that it was in another part of the 
statement, entered as accrued but not re- 
ceived. However, the case was that the 
Council had got’ into arrear and now 
called on the Katepayers to discharge it. 
But it seemed to him an unusual and 
dangerous precedent that the Council 
should, whenever the accounts of its 
officers got into arrear, come tu the 
Ratepayers and say—wipe this out. ‘They 
said they had collected all the subscrip- 
tions they could, and could get no 
more. He did not know whether that was 
exactly the case. He thought tho yearly 
sum drawa from London fer instance was 
£100, But he had happened, yester- 
day, to come across a report’ by the 
Colonial aud Continental Church Si 
ciety, in which it was remarked, that 
the report from the Chaplain at Shang- 
hai had not been received, and that the 
Society had not been called on for any 
money this year, as the local funds had been 
sufficient. Now it seemed to him that 
were £300 available, which should be col- 
lected.

He believed that the great 
majority of the community considered the 
present\bridge over the Soochow Creek 
to be ill-adapted and inadequate to the 
traffic over it, and that the system under 
which tolls were from the Chinese 
and commuted to the foreigner by a pay- 
ment out of Municipal revenue, was 2s 
unjust in principle as KS was impolitic in 
practice. The constantly increasing com- 
munication between the two Settlements, 
‘seemed to him to call for the construction of 
1 bridge which should be placed in the most 
convenient and direct position, the ap- 
proaches to which should be easy of access, 
and which should be wide enough and dura-

these conditions ; and that its proprietors 
were ofmuch the same opinion, was evident 
from the fact that they had felt it necessary 
to project a new Bridge—that unfortunate 
structure which, fortunstely, he should 
perhaps say, for the community, had come 
to an untimely end. He hoped that what- 
ever other determination they would come 
to to-day, they would, at all events, resolve 
that the Council should not under ‘any cir 
cumstances be permitted to adopt a bridge 
which he eould only describe as il-designed, 
ill-placed, ill-constructed and happily for 
them ill-fated.

vate interests, and especially with inter- 
ests in property, the reasons for that in- 
terference were bound to be clearly shown. 
In the course of these -discussions acri- 
monious expressions had frequently been 
employed. “On the one aide they had heard 
‘of monopoly and on the other of confiscation ; 
but he thought both these terms entirely mis- 
laced. It seemed to him that the Company 
uilt a bridge which had been in its day of 
great service to the community, and that 
theyhad a perfect right to make’ the most, 
they could out of their property.

"hey (the Company’s Agents) were not 
in-a position to propose terms, bug they 
were willing to receive: a pi His 
(Mr. H.’s) own interest in the bridge 
was as nothing. compared to his other 
interests in: the Settlement. Speaking 
therefore as Ratopayer, he urged that 
it: would: be well for the Ratepayers to 
consider, before they sanctioned an outlay 
such. sa had been proposed. . He believed 
terms coiild be made, if 
posed liberal terms, such as they p 
& desire to make, but had not yet offered. 
Before sanctioning an outlay of Tis. 15,000 
on anew bridge or a ferry, there was one 
matter to be considered. The Ferry, which 
was to waste their money, was to follow 
legal failure by the Council to quash the 
Company’s rights. And the Ratepayers 
must remember that, if this were es- 
tablished, the old-and disagreeable toll on 
foreign passengers over the bridge must be 
revived. He should regrot this, but it 
would be inevitable. ‘Then, as regarded 















the cost of a ferry, he did not know 
whether the Ratepayers had gone into 
any calculations on this head. He had 
done so, and warned them that it would be 
a very expensive proceeding. 

Mr. Dent said Mr. Hogg lad accused 
the Council of having made no proposal in 
regard to buying-the bridge. His best 
reply would be to read an extract from a 
letter written by the Council to Messra. 
Hogg Brothers, on the 12th June 1871.

Mr. Hoos maintained he had never ré- 
ceived an answer to his enquiry what terms 
the Council would propose.

‘Mr. Krvasacrt remarked that it seemed 
to him that there was some little incon- 
sistency in tho action of the meeting. Tt 
‘was scarcely 20 minutes since a resolution 
had been passed, agreeing to. the principle 
of a, tramway which should give them a 
bridge over this very creck. He thought 
that there was ‘a natural tendency to 
promote undertakings which might even- 
tually prove monopolies, and the. tramway 
scheme equally with the bridge, was one 
these. Both ‘were admitted to. be public 
conveniences, and it was under the pressure 
of such’ a-want as existed at present, of 
means of conveyance, that the Soochow 
bridge was first started. ‘There were no 
public funds availablé, and men with ca- 
pital Game forward with the knowledge and 
consent of the Muilicipal government of 
the day, to build the first bridge. When he. 
came first to Shanghai, there was a cry also 
about the Soochow bridge, but it was of a 
-difference nature from that raised to-day.

should be to see that. structure pass into

, Fornes thought Bridge . ques-

Bio hadltried to get from him the name of

ducted by another of which he did not 
Know the name, After a good deal of 
trouble however, he. got, from. him again 
the riame of the hong, but, he remark 
that there was no compulsion, and that it 
was not a bad thing. ‘The speaker, how- 
ever, thought tliat any person looking at 
the question in the abstract must consider 
that the collection of duties in this, which 
wwas supposed to be a free port (whether 
they were paid willingly or otherwise), 
would not stand argument. His own idea 
was that the usual Chinese system of 
threats and coercion was employed. Pro- 
bably, by and bye, rather than that a great 
stir should be made about the matter, they 
would stop it, but he did not think it was a 
thing that the Chamber ought to let lie 
there: was a prospect of getting rid of 
From one gentleman he learned thai 
one, if not more, of the Chinese in the

The Chamber, he thought, 
might congratulate itself that it had taken 
the step of first starting their own tele- 
gram, and getting it to a certain degree of 
perfection, and in this respoct they were 
very much indebted to their Secretary, 
who had laboured hard and taken great 
interest in ‘the matter, and had been most 
prompt in transmitting to members the 
telegrams as soon as they arrived. (Ap- 
plause). He regretted on that account that 
they had given up that system, but it was 
done for the good of the Chamber. ‘They 
had now studied the modus operandi of 
getting telegrams regularly, and should 
Reuter not fulfil his undertaking, they 
could in a few days send round a circular 
to members and start afresh. He hoped 
there would arise no necessity for this 
course. He might mention that the Shang- 
hai telegram had been complained of lat- 


terly, but he was sure it was only necessary 
for Mr. Woodin (Reuter’s Agent here) fo 
know the feeling of the Chamber on this 


subject, for him to impror ‘The funds 
of the Chamber were in a fairly satisfactory 
position. As to the Moss Expedition fund,
